SENT BULLET IN BRAIN IN 


PRESENCE OF FIANCEE. 


Wayne M'Cloud Kills Himself As 


He Was About to Wed Hiss

BERKELEY, Aug. 26.—A college ro- 


mance around which there seemed to 
have been woven none but the most 
Ideal conditions, was abruptly termi- 
nated last night when 'Wayne llcCloud, 
a graduate of the University oE Cali- 
fornia and a brilliant young newspap- 
erman, took his life in the presence of 
Miss Margaret L. Matthews, who was 
to have become his bride within a half • 
an hour. 


The tragedy, which has startled col- 


lege circles and the city, as no other 
event of a similar nature ever has, was 
enacted on the sidewalk within a few- 
doors of tho residence of Miss Mat- , 
thews' parents. Rev. and Mrs. WinCielcl \

SURMISED DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 
It was believed by those who first 


arrived to where the lovers lay pros- 
trate that a double tragedy had been 
committed. Dr. J. Edson Kelsey was 
hurriedly sent for and although he ar- 
rived in a few minutes he announced 
that McCloud was dead.

READY FOR WEDDING. 


The young woman who was to have 


been united in wedlock in a. few min- 
utes was carried into the house, which 
a short time before was the scene of 
eager expectancy 'for the return of the 
couple. The home was soon turned In- 
to a place of mourning. The wedding 
arrangements were brushed aside and 
the few Intimate friends and relatives 
who 
had 
assembled for the happy 


event turned their attention toward the 
young woman who was in a critical 
condition. 


TEMPORARILY INSANE. 


At loss to account for a motive which 


would lead McCloud to take his life, It 
was at once attributed to a fit of tem- 
porary insanity following queer actions 
on his part for several weeks past. It 
was about two months ago that his 
mental health began to (oil. At that 
time he was assistant editor of the 
Sunday Supplement of the Examiner, 
but 
wishing 
an advancement, was 


placed on the copy desk in the local 
news-room 
of the paper. 
The task 


proved to be too arduous for him and 
his constant worry over the place led 
to his mental breakdown. 


UNIVERSITY ROMANCE. 


It was In the class-rooms of 
the 
State University that the young cou- 
ple first formed an attachment 
for 
each other. A member of the Delta 
Tau Delta Fraternity, a lieutenant in 
the University Cadets, and a leader In 
his studies, younn McCloud proved an 
acceptable companion to the young wo- 
man whom fate had decreed that he 
should not wed. The attachment that 
sprung up between them was mutual 
and while their engagement was never 
formally announced, It was known to 
be a fact. The friendship did not die 
out 
with graduation when McCloud, 


who took his diploma with the class of 
1899, 
sought journalistic fields, and 


Miss Matthews, who left college with 
full academic honors at the same time, 
accepted .a teacher's position in the 
schools at Pacific Grove. About a year 
ago Miss Matthews returned to Berke- 
ley to become a teacher in the, 'Whit- 
tier School and it was shortly after 
that time that a date for the wedding 
was talked about. 


SECURED MARRIAGE LICENSE. 
It was last Sunday that McCloud tel- 
ephoned from San Francisco to the 
Matthews' residence. When asked by 
Miss Matthews where he./C/s he said: 
"I don't know where^itn. I think 
I am somewhere out./£ix' Sutter street, 
in 
San Francisco. Won't you come 
over here." 


This formed the first Intimation of 
the acuteness oE the mental trouble. 
Divining that it would be better for 
the young man to spend the night at 
her parents' residence, than- to wander 
aimlessly 
about the streets of San 
Francisco, she invited him. to come to 
Berkeley. 
McCloud accepted the In- 
vitation. He arrived on the ten o'clock

versity of California, died at the Wal- 
cleck Sanitarium. i:i thin city, shortly 
before noon today as the result of an 
operation performed several weeks ago 
to relieve :i combination of stomach 
and liver troubles. 


Professor Keliojrg ivas born in Ver- 


non. Conn., in 1S2S. He 
xvas highly 


educated, grariuatinp from Yale with 
the degree of A. B. in 1S.SO and had the 
honor of being the valedictorian of hla 
class. 


Later he came to this State and for 


forty yearn was associated with 
the 
University of California. 


He served as president of the Insti- 


tution for six years, old age and sick- 
ness finally compellins him to resign 
the presidency, which he did in 189P. 


He was succeeded by Benjamin Ide 
Wheeler, who resigned from the faculty 
of Cornell University to take up the 
duties in the University of California. 
Dr. Kelloggr at one 
time 
was 
a 


minister of the gospel. 
He also was 


the author of a number of books. 
It may be said that in a large meas- 


ure, the present University of Califor- 
nia owes its existence 
to 
Professor 


Kellogg, for it was he who so ably as- 
sisted Heriry Durant in his efforts to 
found and"maintiin ihe institution. 


On August 13. iss:*, the trustees met 


for the election of the first faculty of 
the college. 
As tho. f-j.-ulty was then 
to only number two this choice fell 
tirst upon Henry Durant and the other 
appointment-was that of the Rev. Mnr- 
t!n Kellogg, then pastor of the Con- 
gregational Church ir. Grass Valley. 
In 1S60, Mr. KolloRp went East with 
Mr. Willey to personally seek pecuniary 
aid for the University then in its in- 
fancy. 


In September. 1SS3. Mr. Kellogcr mar- 
ried Louise v\~ells Broekwny. who sur- 
vives him and mourns hir: loss at Ihe 
house op. Bushnoll Place in Berkeley,

Chaplain Drahms stated that the traits 
jm1 rs were transmitted to the sons 
Si1? 
?ise ot the fathrr 'o the daughters. 
This all-wise law of -3od sav»s the race 
from degeneracy. If the weaknesses and 
nervousness 
of 
women descended 
to 
women they would soi n become too weak 
and nervous to live. 
If the coarseness 


of the fathers descended to the sons they 
would soon be brutal as brutes. But the 
finer traits of woman descending to the 
sons refine their 
coarseness 
as 
the 
coarser qualities of man gives to the 
daughters the strength they need 
Sixty per cent of ell crime is due to 
strong .drink, 200 of the criminals now 
at San Quentin committted their crime 
In saloons. 


The present plan of caring for prison- 
ers In this State is f.tr inferior to those 
of Eastern States, and in consequence 
there is much blam<! on 
the 
prison 
officials. 


The keeping. of two or mora prisoners 
in one ceil results in crimes unfit (o 
mention, and in the making of desperate 
.criminals of young men who come to the 
prison for the first time and who might. 
under other conditions, be reformed. 
The remedy would be to have a cell 
for each, as in Eastern prisons. With a 
comparative small outlay this could bo 
done at San Quentin, where the rock can 
be quarried and the labor done by pris- 
oners. 
Another step In the Interest of reform 
will be to take all secord and third-termers 
from San Quentin to Folsom .and make 
San Quentin a reform prison for men 
spending only first terms there. 
To make good behavior worth trying 


for, prisoners should be divided into three 
grades. 
The first evade 
would 
wear 
stripes ur) and down the clothes. These 
would be allowed privileges of corre- 
spondence with frien-'.s. callers on cer- 
tain days and good t.'iblo fare. The sec- 
ond grade would have no privileges at all 
and all prisoners would be placed in the 
second grade on entering. These would 
wear stripes running around the clothes, 
as 
now. 
The third class would have better fare 
and more privileges than the other two 
classes. 
A neat suit would be worn in 
place of stripes. 
This plan would 
give 
prisoners -£ 
chance to rise or frll as they choose. 
The pardon system is not the best for 
the good of either prisoners or the wel- 
fare of the State. 
Tl-.e power is all with 
one mar., the Governor, and political in- 
fluences usually secure a release. 
Often 
a man is not fitted 10 be out of prison. 
being a habitual criminal. A parole sys- 
tem with limitations Is better. 
A man 
deserving a parole Ins a friend deposit 
$25 to insure the Stnte against expense 
in case It is necessary to bring the pris- 
oner back at any time. 
Employment 
must be secured and while the prisoner 
is out he must wor'i. 
He must keep 
good habits, not drink and behave prop- 
erly or be called in. 
The cost of keepinfr a prisoner Is Slid 
a year and the depredations of a crimi- 
nal at liberty is computed at $1,600 a 
year 
The chaplain said all second, or 
at least third-termei s. should be sen- 
tenced to indefinite terms. 
At the close of thr address the chap- 
lain was given a hearty vote of thanks 
fcr his address.

MAINE COAST. 


PORTLAND, 
Maine,

26. — 


Through dense smoke and amid the 
tumult of continuous cannon fire, the 
battleships Kearsarge, Illinois and Ala- 
bama entered this port early today, 
having stormed the main entrance to 
the harbor, in connection 
with the 
great war g-arr.e which is -going on this 
week in this vicinity.
